It is a remarkable fact that there was 
ouly one instance of accidental failure in 
the automatic drop of the Greenwich time- 
bill during the whole of the past year. 
Paateur sent an assistant to Berlin and 
convinced some skeptical persons there of 
the efficiency of his vaccination process for 
the prevention of charbon in sheep by ac­ 
tual experiment. 
It is reported that the Merchant Ven­ 
turers1 Company, of Bristol, England, have 
resolved to erect, at an expense of 5-150,­ 
000, a technical school for the use of the 
Bristol Trade and Mining School, founded 
through the exertions of Canon Moseley in 
1855. 
A petroleum pipe line constructed from 
the Couban oil territory over the Caucasus 
mountains to Novorosaisk harbor, on the 
Black Sea coast, was opened on May 27th. 
This line of pipe, which is 105 miles long, 
can deliver every day not leas than 1,000,­ 
000 pounds of petroleum. 
A rail for common roads has been intro­ 
duced in France. 
It is imbedded in con­ 
crete, and is flush at the edges with the 
roadway. 
From the Bides it elopes down 
to the center, so as to enable the wheels of 
vehicles to retain their place upon it. The 
estimated cost is about 82 a yard. 
The council of the Society of Telegraph 
Engineers and of Electricians, England, 
announce that three premiums will be of­ 
fered annually for the best original papers 
sent in to the society on telegraphic or 
electrical subjects during the seesion by 
any one not a member of the council. 
Planters in Jamaica, encouraged by the 
success of the experiments conducted at 
the Botanical Gardens, Kingston, have in 
a measure ceased to devote their whole 
energies to the production of sugar. They 
have now begun to introduce cinchona 
with great profit, and they have lately done 
much to make vanilla, cocoa, and other in­ 
digenous plants of 
commercial 
value. 
Besides oranges, 
bananas, 
pine-apples, 
limes, mangoes and other fruits, grapes are 
now grown for export. 
A prize of §10,000 is offered by the 
French Government to any person who be­ 
tween July 1, 1882, and July 1, 1887, will 
have invented the moat useful application 
of the Volta pile. 
The prize was first 
opened to competition by Napo'.ean the 
Great soon after the eminent philosopher 
of Gomo had made his memorable discov­ 
ery, but it has not yet been achieved. 
It 
has now a fair chance of coming to Amer­ 
ica. 
Recently, says the Engineering, the firm 
of Sir W. Armstrong & Co. has submitted 
for trial a breech-loading gun having a pe­ 
culiar construction. 
The whole of the 
piece in rear of the trunnionB is built up of 
steel wire, over which is shrunk ordinary 
yet thinner coils of great tenacity. 
It is 
said to be capable of bearing an explosion 
of 800 pounds of the slow-burning service 
powder. 
Although the weight of the gun 
is only 21 tons 4 hundred-weight, it has a 
bore of 10.238 inches. 
An old guD, supposed to have been a 
Spanish one of the fifteenth century, has 
been taken np out of the harbor of Santan­ 
der, 
Some resemblance can be traced be­ 
tween it and an English gun, known to be 
of fifteenth-century origin, in the Kotunda 
Museum at Woolwich, a very old gun taken 
in the last Chinese war, and a gun which 
belonged to a vessel of the Spanish A r­ 
mada. 
It is of wrought-iron, is a breach- 
loader, is about thirty-six calibers long, 
and has no provision for recoil. 
The rapidly reversed currents on an ordi­ 
nary Bell telephone do not affect in a sen­ 
sible degree the needle of a galvanome­ 
ter, bat M. Chardonnet has noticed that 
daring the short time a note is increasing 
or diminishing in intensity a deviation of 
the needle takes place. 
He accounts for 
this by stating that then the alternate cur­ 
rents are not of equal strength, the odd 
semi-oscillations being either greater or less 
in amplitude than the even semi-oscilla­ 
tions daring the period of rise or fall of the 
note. 
A Swiss process of removing the bran of 
wheat without loss of nutritive matter con­ 
sists in moistening the wheat before grind­ 
ing with a solution of caustic soda in wa­ 
ter. The solution is prepared by dissolving 
six and two-thirds pounds of caustic 
soda in 
138 
pounds of 
water. 
The 
steeping may be from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, and may he done in vats sim­ 
ilar to those used by brewers. 
The caustic 
solution swells and loosens the hull proper, 
so that it may be removed by the slightest 
friction, leaving the gluten with the body 
of the grain. 


It has been held by some medical men 
that the best treatment of frozen individu­ 
als íb the gradual application of heat, 
while a few experimenters have claimed 
that the wanning should be rapid. 
To 
Bettle the matter, Laptcliinski has made 
a series of 
very 
careful 
experiments 
upon 
dogs, 
with 
the 
following 
re­ 
sults : Of twenty animals treated by the 
method of gradual resuscitation in a cold 
room, fourteen perished ; of twenty placed 
at once in a warm apartment, eight died ; 
while of twenty immediately pat into a hot 
bath, all recovered. 


The celebrated “ Kent Hole” of the geol­ 
ogists is located near Torquay, in Devon­ 
shire, England. 
This remarkable cavern, 
first 
scientifically 
explored 
in 
1824 
by 
a Catholic 
clergyman, 
has 
given 
up remains 
of 
the 
mammoth, 
rhi­ 
noceros, hyena, 
elk 
and 
other ani­ 
mals now extinct in England, together with 
many flints and other relics of ancient 
inan. 
The earth in the cave has now been 
explored to a great depth, and the finding 
of a human jaw far below the surface ha* 
added a link to the chain of evidence estab­ 
lishing man’s great antiquity. 


Experiments lately made at Leipsic with 
a cuirass made of a steel the formula of 
which ¡ b kept secret, have given very re­ 
markable results, which would seem to in­ 
dicate that the new material combines 
both 
tenacity and 
ductility 
in 
the 
highest 
degree. 
The 
steel 
plate of 
the cnirass is only .00 inch thick and 
lined inside with a layer of wool. 
Of 
eleven rounds from a Martini breech-loading 
rifle fired a distance of 175 yards, only 
two of the ballets pierced the metal, and 
even these were completely flattened and 
stuck in the lining, so that the suppositi­ 
tious 
wearer 
would 
have 
remained 
uninjured.

When I lectured iu Cooperstown, writes 
Eli Perkins, they told me about an English 
joker who dined with Penimore Cooper be­ 
fore he died, in 1851.

HEAT 
EXHAUSTION. 


A medical writer call* attention to the 
fact that there is an important distinction 
between heat - exhantion and sunstroke. 
Heat exhaustion is produced by muscular 
exercise in a high temperature. 
The body 
is unnsually cool, the skin moist or with 
perspiration, the pulse feeble and the mind 
weak ; but consciousness is not lost, or is 
qnickly restored. 
Sunstroke is the sud­ 
den access of a prafonnd nnconsciouaness 
marked by a hot and nnusuallv dry skin, 
with rspirl high pulse and tho muscular 
system often convulsed. 
The treatm ent 
of sumtroke should bo removal to as cool 
a spot ss possible, followed by donchcs of 
iced water aud rubbing the head and spine 
with 
ice. 
Heat-exhaustion should be 
treated simply by a rest in a cool place, 
and a spoonful of whisky with a few 
drops of 
laudunum 
iu 
it shonld 
be 
given. 
Any mistako iu distinguishing be­ 
tween these two forms of attack is very 
likely to result in disaster, as the treat­ 
ment of the one is decidedly dangerous for 
the other. 
Sunstroke is much the more 
serious of the two. 
As has been so often 
pointed out, excessive alcoholic indulgence 
predisposes to attack, and it is a stsong 
system that can resist the prostrating 
effects of alcoholic indulgence and exces­ 
sive heat. 
It is not generally known, how­ 
ever, that the excessive use of tobacco, 
especially smoking in the hot sun, often 
induces a stroke. 
Any kind of excess or 
dissipation, or anything that tends to pro­ 
duce exhaustion of the nervons system, is 
dangerous ; hut those who preserve tran- 
qui lity of rr ind a-.d a healthy state of the 
bodily organa need fear no degree of heat 
in those latitudes were sunstrokes are 
common.

EXTRAVAGANT 
PLED 3ES. 


If there is any thing in |-oiltics clearly 
established by experience, it is the fully 
and futility of extravagant pledges. 
The 
| efleet oi such pledges is two-fold. 
1 hey 
> ! drive trustworthy men out of politics ; 
and they invariably defeat the purposes 
of the voters who rely upon them. 
That 
these truths should not lie seen after so 
many experiments ending always in fail­ 
ure, is not flattering to the intelligence of 
those who still have recourse so the cast- 
iron pledge system. 
The teaching of ex­ 
perience is that it is absolutely impossible 
to get things done by this method. 
The 
reason is clear enough to all intelligent 
men. 
It is that honest candidates cannot 
he got to accept such pledges, and that 
dishonest candidates caunot l>e trusted, 
A very pronounced example of the kind 
of political foily referred to consists in 
the list of pledgee drawn up by a body 
calling itself the “ Tulare Anti-Monopoly 
“ I.-ague.” These people propose to bind 
the candidates for llailroad Commissioners 
to a series "f measures which are wholly 
impracticable, which arc equally dishonest, 
and which, if they could be carried out, 
would do harm and not good to the public. 
Thus ignorance and prejudice alw ays de­ 
teat their own aims, and by trying to 
do too much, end in achieving nothing. 
It seems probable that the 1 ulare l.eague 
may have devised its knowledge of the 
transportation business from Tom Fowler, 
or some equally enlightened individual, but 
it is a perfectly safe assertion that the can­ 
didates who declare themselves willing to 
promise what these people demand of 
them will never, even if elected, make 
a serious endeavor to fultill their pledges. 
In fact no sensible and experienced man 
would require any more conclusive proof 
of the unreliability of a candidate than the 
fart that he bad been willing to indorse 
these propositions. 
The first pledge is : “ Immediately upon 
“ taking otlice to reduce the present sched- 
“ ule of fares and freights over the Central 
“ and Southern l'acilie lUilroads at least 
“ twenty per cent, below that in force 
“ January 1, 1SS2 ; and thereafter to make 
“ such other and farther redactions as 
“ careful investigation shall show to be 
"ju st to the people and not UDjust to the 
“ railroads.” 
This shows the spirit of the 
whole thing. 
The candidates promise in 
the first place a confiscation, not a reduc­ 
tion, of twenty per cent, of the earnings 
of the railroads ; and having made this 
confiscation without any inquiry, investiga­ 
tion is to begin, and “ justice ” is for the 
first time to be thought of. 
It is a curious 
circumstance that men who no doubt 
think themselves honest, should, under the 
influence of passion and prejudice, thus 
openly put their hands to a proposition in­ 
volving the most barefaced and naked rob­ 
bery, and still more curious that they 
should thick it possible to find self-respect­ 
ing candidates to accept such pledges. Tbe 
¡ fact that W . W. Foote has cheerfully sub­ 
scribed to this and all the other impossible 
demands of the Talare League, sufficiently 
confirms all that we have said heretofore 
concerning that brassy demagogue. 
The 
Tulare League, however, are very evidently 
in a fair way to fall into the pit they have 
digged for their neighbors. 
The second pledge is, “ To at once abol- 
“ isli all rules and regulations upon any 
•‘and all roads by which any persons or 
“ places shall, under any circumstances, have 
“ any advantage over any other person or 
“ place, similarly situated, either in rate or 
“ expedition of shipment, price or any other 
“ manner whatever.” 
If the Labor League 
had examined the >tate Constitution they 
wonld have discovered that the Buhstance 
of this pledge is there already, and we do 
not suppose that they expect to do more 
by a pledge to a candidate than the organic 
law can compass. 
The fact is that there 
are no such rules and regulations as they 
speak of, and that the only advantage 
places have over one another in respect of 
transportation, is that which is due to 
superiority of natural location—a matter 
over which neither the railroadB nor the 
State have any control. 
The third proposition is: "T o at once 
“ provide that each and every point on 
“ each and every road shall be a shipping 
“ point; that, as such, each and every 
“ person shall have the full right to use it, 
“ and that in approaching any given point 
“ ou the road, each place shall have a re- 
“ duction from the through rate to the ex- 
“ tent of the rate between the two given 
“ points on the line.” This is preposterous 
nonsense. 
If it means anything, it means 
that all way rates shall be the same as 
through rates ; a principle which, if ap­ 
plied, would either compel the general rais­ 
ing of through rates, or oblige tbe roads to 
discontinue way business. 
The League 
might just as well have “ resolved ” that 
every point on every road shall be consid­ 
ered to possess the benefit of water compe­ 
tition ; or that every point on every road 
shall be considered to be on level ground. 
It is unfortunately bat too evident that it 
is impossible to consider that every person 
in Tulare connty possesses the rudiments 
of common sense, however. 
The fourth pledge is to abolish all re­ 
bates, reductions, special rates, special 
contracts, and any and all special arrange­ 
ments, and to render void all contracts. 
The Railroad Commissioners would have 
rather a difficult time in fulfilling this un­ 
dertaking. 
It would probably consume a 
good deal more than one term. 
But of 
course W. W . Foote was perfectly willing 
to agree to this or any other absurdity, for 
the sake of securing the Mussel Slough 
vote. 
The fifth and sixth pledges are of a 
piece with the preceding ones, but it is not 
worth while to cumber our columns with 
any more of this kind of stuff. 
The whole 
series of propositions has been evolved oat 
of a spirit of communism which would if 
it could confiscate the whole of the rail­ 
road property, and this Bpirit is so palpable 
that the very extremity of the demands 
defeats itself. 
I t is not by such means 
that good is ever effected. 
The demand 
for a sweeping reduction of twenty per 
cent., without investigation or inquiry, is 
so outrageously unreasonable that every 
fair-minded man must be revolted by it, 
and every fair-minded man mast at the 
same time feel that a candidate who will 
promise to carry out such a demand is 
dishonest. 
The pledges of the Tulare Anti-Monopoly 
League will undoubtedly encounter the fate 
of all such experiments. The Tulare voters 
will cast their ballots for the candidates 
who accept these propositions, and that 
will be the last of the whole matter. 
W hether these candidates are or are not 
elected, the result will be the same. 
We 
put this assertion deliberately on record 
now, to the end that we may, if the occa­ 
sion arises, recur to it hereafter. 
We tell 
these foolish people that they are only pre­ 
paring defeat and disappointment for them­ 
selves by pursuing a system of politics 
which makes it impossible for honest men 
to be their candid ates. 
They will of coarse 
disbelieve this for the present, but when 
the election is over we may have an oppor­ 
tunity ot refreshing their m-mories, and 
perhaps they will then be open to convic- I 
tioD. 
As it is they will, according to their 
kind, go on imagining that they have made 
the future certain, until they are forced to 
realize that it is impossible, by pledges, to 
make a silk purse out of a sow’s car.

ENGLISH 
UNREADINESS. 


The Knglish military authorities arc earn­ 
ing for themselves deservedly bad reputa­ 
tions for their extraordinary bungling of the 
Kgyptian campaign. 
It would seem that 
the momentous events which have occurred 
on the Continent of Europe during the last 
twenty years have not been sufficient to 
move the Circumlocution Office out of its 
old groove, and that “ how not to do it" 
still constitutes its principal achievement. 
The Tunis expedition stripped the mask 
from the French army system, and showed 
it to be so defective that it was found nec­ 
essary to abandon all thoughts of revenge 
upon Germany, and to reorganize the whole 
system. 
In the same way the Egyptian 
campaign bids fair to demonstrate that the 
sharp lessons of the Crimean W ar have 
been forgotten, and that the same exasper­ 
ating want of system and general stupidity 
and red-tapeism which nearly drove the 
Knglish people wild at that time, are still 
cherished as of yore in the Goverment of­ 
fices. 
The press, of course, will throw its 
electric light upon every blander and abuse, 
and will make it very uncomfortable for 
the Government, but this is the only way 
to obtain reform, and the excitement of pub­ 
lic anger will no doubt produce good results 
in the end.

Victoria seems to be deeply stirred over 
the news that a number of Chinese propose 
to erect warehouses and wharves there, for 
the purpose of manufacturing clothing, 
boots and shoes, tinware and other articles. 
The Victorians have a right to be alarmed, 
for they know that white labor cannot 
compete with Chinese. 
The fact that the 
latter propose to establish themselves so 
near to t.'alifornia, however, may have some 
significance for this State, 
Nothing would 
be easier than for any number of Chinese 
to smuggle themselves into American terri­ 
tory from British Columbia, for example. 
This was pointed out when the ( hiñese 
bill was pending, but as there seemed no 
means of dealing with it, it was not taken 
into consideration. 
Of course a factory at 
Victoria wonld afford excuse and cover for 
the constant lauding and departure of Chi­ 
nese. and with a little adroitness a very 
profitable smuggling business of the kind 
referred to might be established. 
The peo­ 
ple of Victoria, however, are not likely to 
sit down quietly and see themselves thrust 
to the wall by the Chinese. 
We shall ex­ 
pect them to take some energetic action to 
protect their own interests. 


BREWSTER 
AND 
THE 
CHINESE. 


Attorney-General Brewster has examined 
the Chinese bill, and holds that under its 
provisions 
tbe 
passage of the 
( uban 
Chinese across tbe continent cannot be 
permitted. 
It will be remembered that 
1’resident A rthur, in his veto of 
the 
twenty-year bill, pointed out the fact that 
it wonld prevent just such a harmless 
transit of Chinese through the country. 
Notwithstanding this warning, or perhaps 
because of this warning, no change was 
made in the provisions of the ten-year bill, 
and the result is as the Attorney-General 
says, that the Chinese from Cuba will have 
to go home by the longer ronte. 
The sub­ 
ject is not one of special consequence, 9are 
as it may affect our commercial relations 
with China, but if it should interfere with 
them it is necessary to realize that it will 
injure California first and most, 
l’erhaps 
this would be a sort of poetical justice, but 
it wonld certainly not be any tbe more 
pleasant to endure. 
Tho prohibition was 
however quite unnecessary, and therefore 
China his a right to resent it as purposely 
offensive and insulting. 


GEORGE P. MARSH. 


A very accomplished man has died in 
the person of George P. Marsh, United 
States Minister to Italy, 
He had held 
that position for a number of years, and 
had become very mnch esteemed by the 
Italian Government and people, 
lie was 
an able diplomat, and a man of high 
culture generally. 
He was a philologist of 
considerable reputation, and had also writ­ 
ten a book which has gained a very high 
reputation. 
I t was orginally published 
under the title “ Man and Nature,” and 
was subsequently rewritten and enlarged, 
and appeared as "T h e Karth as Modified 
“ by Unman Action.” It exhibited a great 
deal of research, and striking original views, 
and has for many years been a standard 
work of reference on the subjects whereof 
it treats, 
Mr. Marsh was a very genial and 
kindly man, a thorough and typical Ameri­ 
can of the best kind, and one of the most 
faithful and trustworthy of envoys.

The truth of this is lately appa­ 
rent from the fact that there are eighty-six 
Presidential offices in Pennsylvania, and the 
President has made appointments already for 
feventy-five of them, or about forty per cent 
In New York there are 278 Presidential offi­ 
ces, and the President has already made 
nominations to eighty of them. There have 
been eighty-two nominations to office in New 
York ¿itate, and but three were successive 
nominations to one place—the Weedsport 
Postoffice. 
Of the twenty-two Collectors, 
President Arthur has appointed nineteen, or 
eighty-two per cent, have been koown as pro­ 
nounced stalwarts, or have procured their 
appointments throngh unmistakable stalwart 
influence. A prominent New York Con­ 
gressman says it is entirely within bounds to 
say that ninety per cent, of all the New 
Yorkers who have been appointed to office 
by the President arsstalwarts.

ister ; that the friends of Mr. Denny, United 
States Consul at Shanghai, claim that Grant 
had promised him the Pekin Mission, and 
Li Hung Chang had urged his appointment, 
a reporter called at Grant’s office this morn­ 
ing to ascertain the truth of this report. The 
General was not in town, but a friend whose 
position qualified him to speak with author­ 
ity said the story was perfectly absurd.

THE 
RAILROAD 
TAXES. 


District Attorney Smith returned from 
San Francisco last Tuesday evening, w ith­ 
out having completed the compromise in 
the railroad tax suits. 
Having been di­ 
rected by order of the Board of Supervisors 
to effect a compromise with the railroad 
company by having judgments entered in 
the two cases in the United States Circuit 
Court for amounts agreed upon between 
the Board and the railroad company, he 
appeared in the Circuit Court on Monday, 
two weeks ago, which was the day set for 
the hearing of motions to remand the two 
cases back to our Superior Court. 
The 
motions were temporarily withdrawn, in 
order to have the judgments entered in 
favor of the county on the compromise 
basis ; but in rsading the pleadings Judges 
Field and Sawyer, oontrarv to all expecta­ 
tions, intimated that the Circuit Court had 
no jurisdiction to try the cases, and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Smith, believing that the 
Circuit Judges would remand the two 
cases hack to our Superior Conrt for 
trial, and that if they should be remanded 
a more speedy determination of them 
would be had 
and in that event it 
might not be well to compromise, ho ac­ 
cordingly submitted the compromise on the 
condition that if the Circuit Court retained 
the cases judgment might be entered in ac­ 
cordance with the compromise, but if the 
cases should be remanded to onr Superior 
Court the compromise should be an after 
consideration. 
The decision of the ques­ 
tion was to have been given last Monday, 
bat the argument of the motions to remand 
them came np in the cases of four other 
counties, and the Court withheld its ruling 
in our cases, to be made with all the cases 
together. 
Three days were occupied by 
many of the ablest lawyers of the State iu 
the arguments of the motions pro and con 
upon the question of the jurisdiction of the 
United Slates Circuit Court. 
The argu­ 
ments 
were 
concluded 
last Tuesday, 
but the 
attorneys 
were allowed time 
to 
file 
briefs, 
and 
it 
is 
not 
likely that a decision will he reached until 
next week, and Mr. Smith thinks that the 
Circuit Judges will rule in favor of remand­ 
ing the cases back to the Superior Courts, 
holding that although the Federal ques­ 
tions raised by the railroad company might 
entitle them to take the cases from the State 
Supreme Court to the United States Su­ 
preme Court, they are not such as to entitle 
them to be first tried in the Federai Courts. 
But the railroad attorneys say that if the 
Circuit Court should order the cases re­ 
manded to the Superior Court the railroad 
company would appeal from the order to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
If they should, which is quite likely, even 
the commencement of the trial of the cases 
would have to wait an indefinite time upon 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, and wonld place us further than 
ever from the end. 
The railroad company 
are 
still 
willing 
to 
compromise 
so 
long as 
public 
opinion 
is favorable, 
aud 
will 
agree 
to 
have our 
cases 
returned to our Superior Court at once, 
and have a judgment entered here in ac­ 
cordance with the compromise, and from 
appearances that wonld be the best thing 
that could be done. 
The Kern county 
cases were at the head of the calendar, 
and could be tried earlier than any of the 
other tax cases, but it is evident that the 
railroad company could wear us out be­ 
fore the end could be reached, especially 
as the State Board of Kqualization, which 
is the constitutional authority to lix a 
standard of right lias deprived us of the 
basis upon which we started to fight the 
railroad company, and by their last assess­ 
ment has given the railroad company the 
argument that if we compromise we shall 
receive the same taxes for the three years 
of 1881, 1882 and 1883, according to the 
standard of valuation last fixed by that 
Board, whioh .is consistent and uniform 
for 
those 
three 
years 
and 
greater 
than ever before 
received, and if the 
county should continuo the prosecution 
of the 
cases, to say nothing of the 
delay and expense, we could not claim to 
be fighting for more than the technicality 
that because the State Board had once 
said that the valuation of the road was 
§14,000 and §10,500 per mile, and no m at­ 
ter how much they might contradict that 
assessment, and however mnch we must 
be bonnd by the law that according to 
their last assessment the taxes for 1882 3 
should be upon a valuation of §10,500 per 
mile, still we must litigate with the rail­ 
road company forever for a tax at the 
rates of §14,000 and $16,509 per mile, sim­ 
ply because the State Board fixed those 
valuations for the fiscal years 1880 1 and 
18S2. 
\\ e doubt the ability of the people 
to beat the railroad company on such a 
technicality. 
The fight of the people 
most ever be upon moral principles, and 
without trick or subterfuge. 
W ithout 
principle they have no power, and exact- 
tng justice of all, they have no right nor 
have they any reason to enforce a wrong or 
to acqnitc a right by wrongful means.—

HON. HENRY EDGERTON INDORSED. 


The Columbia (Republieac) Club of this 
city m et on Monday evening, Ju ly 24th, and 
was called to order by the President, John J. 
Buckley, who stated that the business of the 
meeting was the consideration of the indorse* 
m ent of lion. H enry Edgerton as candidate 
for member of Congress from the State at 
large.

For thirty years the stream of gold 
and silver she has poured into the lap of the 
world has eclipsed that of any other State, and 
changed the whole basú cf commercial vaiues. 
I q her wheat exports she stands only second, 
while in quality her cereals have uo rival. lu 
natural wealth she standi at the head of the 
roll of States, while in beauty and grandeur 
not one of her sibteri even claims to be her 
peer. 
The variety of her climate enables her 
to Buit the most fastidious taste, and with the 
variety an i fertility of her soil gives her a 
a range of production elsewhere only found 
from tropic to frigid zone. 
W ith all these 
elements to render her great, with an atmos­ 
phere pure and clear and health-giving as 
vaunted Italy ’s, holding in her caves and 
mountain* the treasure chambers of the 
world, and producing in her valleys the fruits 
and vegetables and cereals of every zone, 
standing on a pedestal from which she daz­ 
zles the world with her splendor, and casts a 
radiance of civilization and science, we feel 
we have a tight to be proud of our S u te, and 
to demand th a t in the counsels of cur nation 
she ntand where nature placed her in material 
wealth.

home of W ashington and Jefferson. 
The 
State of Georgia h remembered for Ben Hill, 
and Mississippi is respected for the silvery 
notes of Lam ar. 
The men we send to our 
national hall3 will give ua dignity and respect 
and honor according to the ability they them­ 
selves possess.

A man who will by his ganios place Cali­ 
fornia in the rank to which she belongs is 
w hat we want to represent os at Washington, 
and in looking over the list3 of possible can­ 
didates we tee the name of one, and remem­ 
ber that, in 1861, then a young man in the 
Senate of California, he made the Senate 
walls riag aud held its members ep*ll-bjund 
by the inspiration of his eloquence upon the 
preservation of the Union.

The five young men charged with 
the burglarizing of a saloon on Fourth street, 
were stood up in the dock. 
Their names 
were given as Thomas Bailey, Michael Galla­ 
gher, J . Talbot, C. Anderson and Jam es Fay. 
Each of them had an alias, and their correct 
names aro not known. 
Bailey peached^ on 
his comrades in crime, and the charge against 
him was dismissed in order to got testimony 
to convict the others. 
From tho evidence it 
appeare that the burglarizing of the saloon 
was contemplated and plotted several days 
before the same was done. 
From the evi­ 
dence it appears that they were a bad quin­ 
tet, and they were held to appear before 
the Superior Conrt to answer to a charge of 
burglary. 
M artha Si. Carew, charged with 
I>etit larceny, had her cose continued to the 
•J7th. 
August Nadand, for a similar offense, 
will be tried the same day. 
John Donovan, 
charged with 
battery and disturbing the 
peace, was convicted and sentenced to seventy 
days in the County Jail. 
P it. Donovan 
pleaded guilty to a disturbance of the peace, 
and was fined ten dollars or ten days in the 
chain-gang. 
Z. Major, for wife beating, was 
convicted and will be sentenced to-morrow. 
A h Lue, charged with burglary, was tried, 
found guilty, and held to answer to the Supe­ 
rior Court.

T h e C ity C oupon C a se s.—On Monday 
the case of Freehill vs. Chamberlain, which 
was instituted in behalf of petitioner for 
alternative writs of mandate to compel the 
City Treasurer to pay back interest on cou­ 
pons of the honds of 1857, came up for hear­ 
ing in the Supreme Court at San Francisco. 
City Attorney W . A. Anderson and Free­ 
man k Catlin were on hand in the interest of 
the city, and W . C. Belcher for petitioner. 
When the case was called, counsel for the 
city of Sacramento said that they were ready 
to have tho case heard, either by the Supreme 
Court or any other Court to which it might 
be referred. 
The petitioner said that there 
weie issues of fact raised by the answer of 
the city which would necessitate the intro­ 
duction of testimony to settle those ques­ 
tions. 
The Court ritting in bank at once de­ 
clined to act as nisi prius Judges for the in­ 
troduction of testimony, and ordered that 
the case be referred to the Superior Court of 
the county of Sacramento to try the issues 
aud to return findings upon the same. 
I t is 
probable that all the issues will be presented 
so that a hearing may be had early in August, 
either by one of our Superior Judges or by 
some ether Superior Judge which may he 
agreed upon by the parties. 
The petitioner 
did not seem to desire to have the case heard 
by a Sacramento Judge.

P o r t T ow nsend,

The example set by the missionary, the 
Rev. John G. Brady, in jumping the Gov­ 
ernment reserve at Sitka, is having a very 
pernicious effect. 
Brady acted in open defi­ 
ance of the authorities. 
The Russians are 
following suit, and under the impression 
that if Brady can fence in valuable Govern­ 
ment land in the center of the town, they 
should have the same privilege. 
A piece of 
ground nearly-outh cf where Brady has squat­ 
ted has been jumped by a Russian Creole, and 
the ex-missionary supplied him with the ma­ 
terial to fence it in. 
. 
After an absence of nearly rix weeks, the 
Wachu8etts dropped into Sitka on June 17th. 
A very rigid quarantine was enforced, and 
after coaling she quietly sailed away for 
W rangell, June 21et,,taking both surgeons 
and leaving no medicine for the sick. 
Deaths among the Russian Creoles from 
the plague—a combination of scarlet fever 
and the measles—continue with unabated 
frequency, causing much destitution and 
want of the actual necessities of life, and 
only a lack of m aterial will cause a cessation. 
The m ortality that exists among these unfor­ 
tunate and helpless creatures is simply fear­ 
ful. 
Much indignation is felt at^ the coarse 
pursued by Commander Pearson in not hav­ 
ing a medical officer at Sitka. 
Some time since the Collector made appli­ 
cation for a surgeon of the Marine Hospital, 
and a favorable response wa9 given; but 
none has yet put in an appearance, and un­ 
less he soon arrives, the greater part of the 
population will be dead. 
The Russian priest Neclropolsky has gone 
through the usual formula of the Greek 
Church in blessing all the springs, sprinkling 
them with holy water and exorcising the evil 
spirits, but took good care to send his wife 
and children away on the Idaho. 
Mining m atters look favorable. 
The pla­ 
cers are turning out well, and new diggings 
are reported to have been discovered near 
Bemen Bay. 
A large number c>f miners 
came up on the Idaho, a party of twelve be­ 
ing from the Tombstone district in Arizona. 
On the 8:h of July Wm. Benneit sailed in 
his sloop Eagle from Sitka, with a party of 
prospectors for Copper river and the Kemin 
peninsula. 
They expect to be absent fifteen 
months, and are thoroughly armed 
and 
equipped for exploration.

RESTRAINING 
DAM. 


T he N evada C ity Trnn*rri}'f thus de­ 
scribes the recently-constructed debris-re­ 
straining dam of the North Bloomfield 
M ining Company : 
The dan: íb located in Hum bug creek, a 
few rods above its junction w ith the South 
Y uba liver, and 5,000 feet below the point 
where the tailings from the Bloomfield 
mine are dum ped into the creek. ^ H ereto­ 
fore, each eururntT, the tailings from this 
mine have formed a iam 30 feet in hight 
at the junction of Hum bug creek and the 
N uba, which dam held the tailings from 
the mine in H um bug creek until the win­ 
ter floods of the Yuba carried away the 
dam and released the tailings iu the creek. 
The dam now constructed is a perm anent one 
and will prevent the tailings leaving the 
creek as heretofore. 
The structure consists 
of heavy logs spanning the creek at a nar­ 
row gorge. 
Each stringer is bolted to the 
rock a t the end, and further held at inter­ 
vals of seven feet by a course of log ties 
th irty to fifty feet long running up stream . 
These ties are notched on to the main 
stringers aud held by heavy wrought iron 
drift bolts. 
The upper end of the ties are 
either bolted to the rock on the sides of the 
creek or yoked together by tim bers. 
As 
the dam is raised the tailings are run into 
the dam and packing around the ties holds 
them firmly in place. 
W hen the tailings 
reach the top course of stringers another 
course is added, and in this way the dam 
will be increased in hight until the tailings 
back to the m outh of the tunnel th at dis­ 
charges them into the creek. 
The total 
hight of the dam will be seventy or eighty 
feet. 
The first 15 feet of the dam filled as 
rapidly as it could be built, but each foot 
raised reduces the slope above and now the 
filling goes on slowly. 
On Saturday the 
dam was *Jd feet in hight, and as the tim ­ 
ber work was getting too higli above the 
tailings to perm it of convenient building, 
construction was suspended until the tail­ 
ings Bhould reach near the top, and the 
dam builders were at work procuring logs 
for future addition. 
The face of the struc­ 
ture is nearly vertical, and the w ater falls 
clear over the crest into the w ater below, 
leaving no chance for wear of the dam ex­ 
cepting on the crest of the top log. 
W hen 
the dam is raised to its full hight this will 
be protected w ith iron plates. 
As to the safety and perm anency of this 
dam there can be no question. 
The floods 
of winter, which, by the way, are trifling 
on Humbug creek, can get no hold of the 
structure to tear it out, and as the logs are 
kept wet by the seepage of w ater through 
the sand they cannot decay. 
The perm a­ 
nency of logs when buried in tailings that 
arc kept w et is plainly shown in the upper 
portion 
of H um bug 
creek, where the 
trees which formerly grew in the creek bed 
have been buried for twenty-five years. 
M ining in the upper creek has recently 
been suspended and the w inter floods have 
washed away the old accum ulation of tail­ 
ings, and the stum ps of the trees are shown 
to be perfectly sound. 
A crib dam similar 
in construction to th a t described, but only 
fifteen feet high, has been in H um bug creek 
for the past five years, and neither decay 
nor the w inter floods have had the slight­ 
est effect upon it. 
A fter a careful inspection of this dam we 
can safely assert th a t the N orth Bloomfield 
Company have, in good faith, complied 
with the decision of Judge Temple. 
They 
have constructed a safe and perm anent 
structure th at will, beyond question, hold 
back the tailings from the mine. 
Muddy 
water will, no doubt, pass it, and very fine 
sand, such as is run into the river by 
quartz and drift mines. 
The Bloomfield 
Company has certainly placed itself beyond 
the danger of an injunction until the dam 
is filled to its full hight. 
W ithout a care­ 
ful survey of the creek bed it would be 
difficult for an unprofessional m an to make 
even a good guess as to the quantity of 
tailings th at can be held back by the H um ­ 
bug creek dam, but a rough inspection of 
the ground leads us to believe th a t the con­ 
structor’s estim ate of a storage capacity of 
1,500,000 yards or more, is not exagger­ 
ated. 
This storage capacity would perm it 
the N orth Bloomfield to run their works 
continually for six months, or more. A fter 
th a t it will be necessary to iesort to the 
construction of dams in the main Ynba.
